JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 6—(S 


—Stream polution 
in Missour 


comes from a number of sources. 


A visit was made to Eldon 


where an overloaded sewage treat- 
ment plant was contaminating 
Blythe creek from six to eigh 
miles downstream. 


Many other cities have plants 


that are too small for the popula- 
tion. Some of them already have 
reached their bonded indebted- 
ness. 


Two bills are pending in the 


legislature to remedy the situa- 
tion. They would allow cities to 
issue revenue bonds for sewage 
plants. 


On our tour we were accompan- 


ied by experts from the state 
conservation 
commission. Aftei 


visiting Eldon we asked the ex- 
perts to show us some more causes 
of stream pollution. 


So they took us up to U. S 


Highway 40, west of Kingdom 
City in C a l l a w a y county anc 
showed us a different kind 
01 


polution. This was the kind tha1 
comes from strip mining coal. 
Acid Is Formed 
Big shovels rip up the soil and 


throw it aside in ''spoil banks.' 
When ihe coal is taken out, rain 
and weather leach the chemicals 
out of the debris. Iron compounds 
combine with air and water to 
form sulphuric acid. 


Near Jefferson City we crossed 


Cedar Creek, which flows into the 
Missouri river. The water is so 
acid the stream is practically de- 
void of fishlife. 


Where U. S, Highway 40 cross- 


es Cedar creek, 30 miles north 
Paul C. Batnickol, chief fisheries 
biologist tested for acidity, there 
was no life in the stream. 


Theh he tested again at one 


of the sources of polution, an 
abandoned strip pit of the Mar- 
riott-Reed coal company, farthei 
north. Red and yellow hues made 
the water look pretty.' But it was 
dead water, strongly acid. 


V. E. Reed of Fulton, one of 


the company's owners, recognizes 
that it's a big problem. 


"We're willing to do anything 


re can," he says. "Just tell us 


what to do." 


The experts say one of the 


solutions is to dam up the pits 
so the water can't get out. Even- 
ually, over a long pei iod of years, 
latural forces restore the alkaline 
balance of the water. The acidity 
disappears and sometimes the pits 
can even support fish life.

The national (railway) mediation 
board said today it has proposed 
arbitration of the dispute threat- 
ening: a strike Friday on the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad. 


Officials said the proposals, ac- 


ceptable to the railroad, is being' 
considered by the four unions in- 
volved. They are the Brotherhoods 
of Locomotive Engineers, Firemen 
and. Trainmen and the Order of 
Railway Conductors. 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 6—(»—Oper- 


ating employes of the Missouri 
Pacific railroad have called a 
strike for 2 p. m. Friday. 


The announcement was made 


yesterday by P. J. Neff who term- 
ed "one of the most unjustifiable 
strikes in -American railroad his- 
tory." Neff is the line's chief 
executive officer. 


About 5,000 workers will walk 


out. But Neff estimated that be- 
tween 15,000 and 25,000 employes 
will be out of work as a result. 


Neff 
said the 
oft-threatened 


strike has been called because the 
railroad will not agree to terms 
dictated by four train service 
brotherhoods for settlement of 
claims which originated during 
the recent war. 


"These claims principally con- 


cerned which employes should 
have been used for services during 
this period and, in a general way, 
involve the interpretation of the 
working rules between the carrier 
and its employes," Neff said. 


"The Railway Labor Act pro- 


vides a peaceful way for the 
settlement of such disputes but 
the employes have refused to sub- 
mit their claims to the tribunals 
provided for in this act." 


Hit Many Industries 
Suspension of service on the 


Missouri Pacific will hit hard at 
many industries and territories 
served by the line in 11 states. 


The strike will force discontin- 


uation of through service with the 
railroad's southern lines, the In- 
ternational-Great Northern anc 
the Gulf Coast lines. 


A strike vote was taken last 


Dec. 15 and a walkout was sched- 
uled for early in July. This was 
averted, however, when President 
Truman appointed an emergency 
board to investigate the case.

Bodies Strewn in 
Streets of Camden, 
N. J., in Mass 
Slaughter Today 


CAMDEN, N. J., Sept. 8— 


(IP)— A 28-year-old Army 
veteran on a maniacal ram- 
page today killed 12 persons 
on a busy Camden street. 


Four others were wound- 


ed. 


D e t e c t i v e 
Marshall 


Thompson identified the kill- 
er as Howard Unruh, a 
quiet, well - dressed young 
man, his neighbors said they 
knew little about him. 
•The street 'looked like a battle- 
field," Thompson said. "He (Un- 
ruh) turned that German Luger 
loose on those' people like ducks 
in a pond. 


Killed in the 45-minute hail of 


bullets were five men, five wo- 
men and two'boys, aged two and 
five. 


Police authorities here said they 


believe it was the worst mass 
slaughter on a city street in the 
nation's history. 


It all began quietly enough. 
Unruh walked out of his house, 


nattily«,dressed in a light suit and 
white shirt with bow tie. 


Without warning he whipped 


out his gun and began firing. 
Before he was finished he had 
raced in and out of half a dozen 
business establishments, shooting 
down men, women and children 
right and left. 


Then he barricaded-himself in 


the second floor room where he 
lived. 
Shot it Out With Police 
For a time he shot it out with 


50 policemen while men and wo- 
men milled in the streets. 


"They gave us a hell of a. 


time," 
Thompson said. 
"They 


wouldn't get out of the, way." 


"Men would stop for a traffic 


light,'' Thompson added. 
"Then 


they got it." 


Failing to win the gun battle, 


police cut loose with a tear gas 
ban-age. 


Coughing and choking, Unruh 


emerged from his room. He was 
unhurt. 


Police threw up a shoulder-to- 


shoulder cordon to convoy Unruh 
from the .building. 


Screams of "Lynch Him" 
A howling mob of men and 


women in the streets lunged for 
the police screaming: 


"Lynch him!" 
"Hang him now!" 
But they didn't crash the line 


of police. 


Thompson said Unruh served 


with the army in an artillery unit 
in Austria during World War II. 
He then took a pharmacy course 
at Temple university, Philadel- 
phia, under the GI bill of rights. ,

He swung his gun into action 


and fired at, passersby on the 
street.

on the first floor of the house 
in which he lived. 


Cohen's wife shrieked: 
"It's a maniac! He's got a gun!1' 
She dashed upstairs where her 


son Charles, 12, was in a bed- 
room. 
She locked the boy in a 


closet and hurried downstairs. 


A bullet cut her down on the 


stairway. She died in her tracks. 


Cohen, trying to get away, ran 


through a back door. 
He was 


shot as he ran and fell over dead 
in a gutter. 


Cohen's mother, Mrs. Minnie 
ohen, came down the stairs at 


that moment. Unruh turned and 
wounded her. 


Then the mad gunman ran from 


the drug store and into the barber 
shop of Clark Hoover, nearby. 


He shot and killed Hoover. 
Then he ran into a shoe repair 


shop at 3206 and killed the pro- 
prietor. 
Shoots Young Bride 
From there Unruh dashed into 


a dry cleaning establishment at 
3218 
and killed the 
proprietor 


there. 
At the same address he 


found a young bride and shot her. 


Then, Thompson said, Unruh 


ran to his own room where he. 
lad what Thompson described as " 
an "arsenal of knives, clubs and 
ammunitions." 


He barred the door and look

quate job. 


The story was different at Mo- 


berly. Kehr says the 
situation 


there is "one of the worst in the 
state." The two treatment plants 
are not complete enough 
"and 


what they do have is too small." 


To give us a comparison, Kehr 


estimated the Eldon plant was 
operating at 60 to 65 per cent 
efficiency and the east plant at 
Moberly, when operating, at about 
35 per cent efficiency. 


It wasn't operating at all when 


we saw it. Raw sewage was by- 
passing the treatment tanks and 
flowing into a tributary of Coon 
creek, which empties into Sali 
river. 


Then we sat down to assess the 


situation. 


One big figure hit us—two- 


thirds -.of Missouri's people live 
along the Missouri and Mississippi 
rivers. And, Kehr says, practically 
all of their raw sewage is dumpec 
into the rivers. None of the river 
cities 
except 
Hannibal 
has a 


treatment plant and Hannibal has 
a partial treatment plant. 
Dump Into Rivers 


The others—St. Joseph, Kansas 


City, Boonville, Jefferson City, St. 
Louis, Cape Girardeau and the 
others—dump their waste into the 
rivers untreated. 


Most of them the state health 


authorities don't worry too much 
about because the flow of water 
is great enough to dilute the sew- 
age and make it harmless within 
a relatively short distance.

Customs Barriers Stymie 
True Capitalism in Europe

President Truman's American Legion speech 


has hammered again on the idea that closer 
economic -union in Europe is essential to sound 
lasting recovery. 


At the same time he indicated that the in- 


ternal system employed' by Britain or any other 
country is no affair of ours. 


. Intelligent Americans must agree that other 
nations have the right to decide for themselves 
how they will be governed. But on the other 
hand they might fairly take issue with one 
European attitude that is directly related to the 
idea of economic union. 


Harassed by two world wars in a generation, 


Europeans like to assume they are wearily wise 
in all matters. Broach the topic of capitalism in 
many quarters and the sad, shrugging response 
will be: "We've tried it and it just won't work 
for us." 


But a considerable company of economists and 


quite a few historians, including the celebrated' 
Arnold Toynbee of Britain, believe that most of 
Europe never has really tried capitalism at all. 
They take the view that so long as the contin- 
ent is organized into relatively small, air-tight 
economic compartments, a fair trial is impos- 
sible. 


To earn its salt, the capitalist system must 


foster a high state of industrialization. 
Well- 


developed industrialism means mass production 
and mass output means economies — theoreti- 
cally at least — for the benefit of all groups 
in society. 


But real mass production is dependent on a 


large free market to absorb the great volume of 
goods produced. 
America's 3,000,000 square 


miles without an internal tariff wall is such a 
market. 
And here, obviously, capitalist indus- 


trialism has flourished as it has nowhere else. 


In Europe mass production has always lacked 


that with stage, although island Britain found 
the system workable so long as it produced for 
a world-wide economic empire rooted in free 
trad*. 


As for continental Europe, it has practiced 


capitalism piece-meal and half heartedly. To 
make up for the failure to create a great free 
market, its business leaders resorted to cartels 
and other restrictive agreements for the rigging 
of prices, the sharing of materials and tech- 
niques and the division of markets. 
These de- 


vices were symptoms of Europe's poor economic 
health. 


Any of there nations may live under social- 


ism if it wis'ris — without trouble from us. 
But let none wearily plead the failures of cap- 
italism until Europe has made the supreme, long 
delayed effort to achieve through economic 
union the big sirx'jle market rated indispensable 
to that system. 


Meaningful Music 
If you had any thought that James V. Hunt 


might Be a crass salesman of influence among 
top Washington officials but nothing more, get 
rid of the idea. Because it has now been estab- 
lished that he is a composer. 


A composer, moreover, who gets his works 


played at White House concerts. For that we 
have the word of Roger White, Hunt's attorney 
White told reporters at least two of the snap- 
shots adorning Hunt's "rogues' gallery" of influ- 
ential friends were taken at concerts in the 
executive mansion. 


Hunt seems to lean toward noble themes, to' 


judge from the titles of his compositions. One 
played at the White House was called "Niece of 
Uncle Sam." 
.Another was "United Nations 


Prayer." 


But he doesn't let his musical inspiration 


cloud his business sense. In among his lofty ef- 
forts we find a very practical theme. Title: "My 
Missouri."

Vacation Has Its Troubles 
For Washington Columnist

WASHINGTON—About the middle of August 


I finally succumbed to Mrs. P.'s erroneous and 
unreasonable idea that Washington is hot in 
the summertime and we went out to California 
on an alleged vacation. Usually I have the 
excuse of filling the silo to stay right on the 
farm, which is the best place in the world to 
relax. But in the first place we filled the silo 
early, using alfalfa instead of corn; in the 
second place I wanted to see my grandson 
who lives in California. 


Well, we had a nice time in California. I 


spoiled the baby only a little bit, we met a lot 
of nice folks, I didn't get too lonesome for the 
constant ringing of the telephone, and in fact 
got almost reconciled to leaving Washington— 
when suddenly the office called up to report 
on a number of things. 


Mrs. P.'s dog, they said, had had puppies. 


The kitten had become unhousebroken. The 
painter who was supposed to redo the kitchen 
in our absence had got drunk and insisted on 
working at midnight. Also the bacteria count 
on the cows went up so high that I will never 
be able to win any more dairying arguments 
with Governor Dewey, 


However, at least the pigs didn't get out. 


But, added the office, General Harry Vaughan 
was also tapping my wires, feeding information 
derived therefrom to Westbrook Pegler and 
doing his best to put me in jail. Otherwise, 
said the office, everything was fine. 
Vaug-han Asked Prosecution 


Of, course, the fact that General Vaughan 


was trying to put me in jail wasn't exactly 
new. He tried to do that rather vigorously once 
before, at the time I wrote the first columns 
exposing the amazing Mr. Maragon back in' 
March, 1947. I had then reported that Vaughan 
and Margon were 'as thick as an unwashed 
syrup pitcher on its saucer, but I didn't realize 
how really close they were until the good 
general appeared in the office of the U. S, 
district attorney in Washington to demand that 
I .be prosecuted for criminal libel. 


General Vaughan, it seemed, was irked be- 


cause I had reported various things about 
Maragon, many of which the Senate commitee 
has since brought out under oath. Among 
other thing.s I stated that "he once pleaded 
guilty to transporting liquor illegally (7-17-20), 
was three times arrested for disorderly conduct 
but never prosecuted, once as recently as last 
November 29, and got into a brawl in the locker 
room of the Washington Senators, where some 
of the ball players beat him up." 


General Vaughan, appearing before the dis- 


trict attorney, claimed this was not true. His 
"lovable" friend, he said, had been maligned 
and he demanded prosecution of the guilty 
columnist. 


Morris Fay, the district attorney, was a little 


flabbergasted at seeing the top military aide to 
the President of the United States turn up on an 
errand of this kind, but he replied that he would 
be glad to talk to Mr. Maragon. However, he 
subsequently made it clear that there had been 
no criminal libel case brought in the District 
of Columbia since about the time of the Civil 
War, and that he had instructions from the 
Justice Department to bring none withour prior 
consultation. 


This was because, in a criminal libel case, 


the government of the United States becomes 
the prosecutor, and undertakes to convict and 
jail the offending editor or newspaperman with- 
out any expense or effort on the part of the 
party supposedly libeled—in this case Maragon. 


Vaughan Is Persistent 
This explanation, conveyed to General'Vaugh- 


an, did not dampen his persistency. It merely 
increased his efforts on behalf of his "beloved" 
friend. With the question of prosecuting Pearson 
referred by the district attorney to the Justice 
Department, the good general transferred his 
pressure higher up, and tried to bulldoze 
J. Edgar Hoover. 


"I thought when orders were given in this 


government, they were carried out," he stormed. 


Hoover told him that his job was to investi- 


gate, not to prosecute, and that if orders were 
given him by the attorney general to investigate 
the Pearson charges against Maragon, he would 
certainly do so. 


Shortly before this, Vaughan had lifted no 


audible voice to protest when Maragon violated 
the customs laws by smuggling perfume into 
the U. S. A. In fact, Vaughan had continued 
to give him White House credentials, even 
though Maragon had used them in attempted 
smuggling and had wantonly violated their use. 


Nevertheless, Vaughan now demanded the 


prosecution of one who had exposed Maragon's 
lawbreaking. 
FBI Investigates 
And, thanks to Vaughan's persistency, the 


Justice Department did order the FBI to in- 
vestigate. The investigation cost the taxpayers 
a-few extra dollars, plus the time of busy FBI 
agents ^needed for loyalty tests. 


Maragon had claimed that the man guilty of 


bootlegging on July 17, 1920, was a "John F. 
Maragon," not the "lovable" friend of General 
Vaughan, "John F, Maragon." So after a lot 
of work, including a search for 
fingerprints 


which were not taken at that time, the FBI 
finally located the handwriting on the bonds- 
man's record back in 1920. This handwriting of 
"John F. Maragon" they found to be the very 
same handwriting of "John F. Maragon," the 
"lovable" friend. 


Whereupon the criminal case against this 


writer was dropped. 


Sequel came just the other day when Mara- 


gon publicly admitted in a press interview that 
he did plead guilty to transporting liquor in 
1920. But in March and April, 1947, the Presi- 
dent's military aide, claiming just the contrary, 
wasted a lot of FBI time plus the taxpayers' 
money by his persistent demand that the news- 
man making this statement should be jailed. 


Well, as I said, the office called me up on 


the beach at Santa Barbara, Calif., to report on 
the puppies, the kitten, the midnight-painted 
kitchen, the cows' bacteria count and General 
Vaughan. So finally we came home—not to 
check up on General Vaughan, but to see the 
puppies.

The Doctor Says 
Adhesions, Internal Fibrous 
Tissue, May Require Operation

People frequently worry a great 


deal about "adhesions" without 
knowing exactly what they are. 
Perhaps the easiest way to de- 
scribe adhesions is to say that 
they are made up of tissue just 
like that of an ordinary scar on the 
skin. 
Technically this is called 


fibrous tissue. 


The body tends to respond to 


any infection or injury by forming 
fibrous, or scar tissue. 
If inside 


portions of the body are harmed 
by an infection or by injury, simi- 
lar scar tissue may form and pro- 
duce adhesions. 


For example, if a patient has 


acute appendicitis and the appen- 
dix has been ruptured spilling the 
infection into the surrounding tis- 
sue, adhesions will often form, 
which may or may not produce 
complications later on. 
May Need Surgery 
Adhesions have a tendency to 


contract; if they have formed 
around a loop of the intestines, 
therefore, they may draw tighter 
and tighter, thus preventing the 
free flow of intestinal contents. 
This, in turn, can produce symp- 
toms and may require an opera- 
tion to cut these bands of fibrous 
tissue and free the partly stran- 
gled cut. 


Much depends on where the ad- 


hesions are located, what normal 
structures of the body they are 


bound around, and what the effect 
of this contraction has on the or- 
gans involved. For all these rea- 
sons 
adhesions 
frequently 
are 


blamed for vague symptoms which 
may or may not be responsible. 


Obviously diagnosis is often dif- 


ficult. Sometimes it can be made 
only after the surgeon has opened 
the suspected area and can see for 
himself. When the finger can be 
pointed at adhesions as the cause 
of some difficulty, an operation is 
generally indicated. 
Because of 


the origin and nature of adhe- 
sions, however, the surgeon cannot 
guarantee that new fibrous bands 
will not form at a later date. This 
is not the rule, but it can happen

After completing the draw in 


four-handed 
Canasta, a player 


may meld, if he is able and will- 
ing to do so. 
(He must meld if 


he draws the up-card of the pack.) 


Sequences are not melded in 


Canasta, only cards of the same 
rank; for example, three or more 
queens or three or more six-spots. 
Suits and sequences play no part 
in Cansta. 


The initial legal meld of a side 


must conform to the minimum re- 
quirements outlined in the scor- 
ing table. 


After an initial legal meld has 


been made, a player in his proper 
turn may make any additional 
melds or add cards to melds pre- 
viously made by his side. 


*

» 


A meld of three or more cards 


always must have at least two 
natural cards, and not more than 
three wild cards. 


WILD CARDS: The four jokers 


and the eight deuces are wild. A 
joker or deuce may be used to 
help you lay down a meld. 
Th3 


value of a joker or a deuce does 
not change to the value of the card 
for which it is used. For example, 
if you put down two sevens and a 
joker, the joker counts 50 points, 
and not 5 points as each of the 
other sevens does. 


Once a wild card is melded, it 


cannot be taken back into the 
hand by the substitution of a nat- 
ural card. In other words, there 
is no trading for a wild card. 
* * * 


Wild cards may be used to make 


a meld or'to add to a meld pre- 
viously made. 
Any number of 


wild cards may be added to a 
completed Canasta, but no other 
meld may 
contain more 
than 


three wild cards. Deuces and jok- 
ers cannot be melded by them- 
•selves. 


MELDING OUT: A player melds 


out when he can legally get rid 
of the last card in his hand, either 
by discarding it, or making a 
meld, or playing it to a meld for 
his side. 


CONCEALED HAND: An extra 


bonus of 100 points is given to a 
player who melds out with a con- 
cealed hand. To earn this bonus, 
he must meld all of his cards in 
one turn, not having previously 
melded any of his cards, nor can 
he play any of his cards on a meld 
previously made by his partner. 
(A concealed hand of course must 
not contain any red treys; they 
must be placed face up on the 
table at the player's first oppor- 
tunity to play, and a card drawn 
from the stockpile to replace each 
red trey placed on the table.) 


To go out with a concealed 


hand, either the player's partner 
must have previously melded a 
Canasta, or the concealed hand 
must contain a Canasta.

in St. Joseph. That fancy $1,500 
saddle the cowboy rides in the 
rodeo was probably made within 
a block of where Joe Robidoux 
opened for business.

much of that was in the "pure1 
type of war plant that is hard to 
shift to peace-tune use. For ex- 
ample, 20 per cent was in explo- 
sives and ammunition and 31 per 
cent in chemicals 
Only one per 


cent was in vehicles and four per 
cent in iron and steel. 


So the South's lack of heavy in- 


dustry was not too much helped 
by the wartime building splurge,

American 4-H Girls Sample 
Farm Life Overseas 


Booklet That Regulates the Life 
Of Dutch Farmers Makes Biggest 
Impression on Visitor From Utah

NEW YORK, — Two American 


4-H girls are discovering there is 
a lot more to Holland than dikes, 
wooden shoes- <md 
is, for example, a 
"gort" and a little 
to farmers which tells them ex- 
actly what they can and cannot 
do. 


The two spending the summer 


on farms in the Netherlands un- 
der the sponsorship of the Inter- 
national Farm Youth Exchange, 
will probably remember "gort" 
and that booklet long after the 
other, memories fade. Evelyn Ha- 
berman of Heizer, Kas., and Jo- 
sephine Dairies, of Logan, Utah, 
tell of their experiences in long 
letters to NEA Service. 


The booklet made the deepest 


impression on Miss Daines. stay- 
ing on a farm in the province of 
Groningen. 


"Perhaps I should mention,' 


she writes, "that all is regulated 
The farmer has a good-sized little 
book which he says states all tha 
he may do and may not do. The 
wages, working hours, absences 
holidays and all else are stated 
For instance he read one little 
item that said if the brother or 
sister of a laborer is married, the 
laborer must be free to attend the 
wedding that day, and with pay.' 


The physical set-up of Dutch 


farms 
amazed Miss Haberman 


who wrote that "the house is verj 
different from ours. 
The house 


and barn are built together ant 
are connected by a large hall 
Everything is hi the barn—live- 
stock, feed, machinery, car anc 
shop. 
It seems strange to drive 


up to the barn instead of the 
house when 
going to another 


farm. 
Then, to get to the house 


one either goes through the barn 
or along a path beside it." 


Both girls found Dutch eating 


a novel experience. 
They refer- 


red to breakfast and supper as 
"bread meals," in which the fam- 
ily eats thick slices of bread anc 
various spreads, with knife ant 
fork. 


"If you want to try some goot 


bread," says Miss Daines, "you 
should try the coarse rye bread 
or perhaps you've heard it callet 
black bread. I'm trying to figur 
out how to get some of this breac 
when I get home." 


The noon meal, though, is a 


heavy onej The main dish, usu 
ally of meat, is accompanied bj 
huge bowls of potatoes and 
creamed vegetable, often cabbage 


Miss Haberman liked the Duti\ 


desserts. 
"One is called gort, 


she says, "and is barley cooked ir 
buttermilk and eaten with sugar 
Another is called pop—it is sou 
milk (almost like cottage cheese 
and is eaten with rusk and sugar 
It is better with fresh fruit." 


The traditional cleanliness o 


the Dutch is not exaggerated, the 
American girls discovered. 


"The dusting, the sweeping anc 


vacuuming are done quite thor- 
oughly every day if it is neces- 
sary or not. It's a wonder the 
windows don't weaken because 
of the numerous washings," says 
Miss Daines. But she found some 
faults, too, adding, "I can't un- 
derstand why these things are so 
clean and the food is put away 
in the cellar without ever being 
covered nor the one dishtowel 
only washed on washday." 


"Monday is wash day," reports 


VTiss Haberman. 
"We wash by 


land. The clothes are soaked anc 
boiled on Saturday and Sunday 
and Mondays are washdays, rain 
or shine. This last Monday was 
rainy and it was the middle of 


I the week before the clothes were 
finally all dry."
